leader. 
The speaker was removed from the 
co mmittee on rules, which he had pre­ 
viously been credited with dominating, 
and a new rule was adopted for the 
purpose of preventing pigeonholing of 
bills by committees when they were 
approved by a majority of the house, 
regardless of party affiliation. 
The enormous proportions of the de­ 
m a nds for legislation which are press­
